In order to assist purchasers in making selections from the following list of Seeds, a 
brief description is given of each variety, and also, under each species of vegetable, 
some hints on sowing, &c., which it ishoped may be found useful. 

In the selection of our stock the greatest care has been observed; and as a further 
precaution the vitality of the seeds is generally tested before being offered for sale, so 
that purchasers may depend on getting those which are fresh and of the most reliable 
character. 

The prices quoted are for small quantities at retail. They may also be had in pack- 
ets, with few exceptions, at five cents each; also by the pound, bushel, &c., at the low- 
est market prices.

The seed of the two first named sorts should be planted early in Spring, in rows 
eighteen inches apart; thin out the plants to four or five inches; when a year old, 
transplant them into permanent beds, placing the plants three feet from each other. 
In this latitude they must be well protected in winter with a thick covering of straw 
or leaves. The parts used are the bottoms of the unexpanded flower-buds. 

The Jerusalem Artichoke produces tubers resembling potatoes. It is perfectly 
hardy, and easily cultivated, by planting the tubers in any ordinary garden soil.

The size and quality of Asparagus depends very much on the nature and pre- 
paration of the soil. In strong, deep loams, the growth is more robust than in 
lighter soils. In all cases the'ground should be highly manured and trenched or 
plowed very deep. Th® most common practice is to plant two year old roots, 
which will be ready cutting \a year or two sooner than by sowing the seed. 
Fine Asparagus be ay be formed by sowing the seed at once where it is to-re- 
main; four feet is aconvenient width for the beds, in which sow three rows length- 


wise, eighteen vA apart; when a\year old, thin out the plants to six or eight 


inches apart.

All the varieties of kidney beans are tender, and will not bear frost; therefore 
should not be planted until the weather becomes mild and the ground warm. The 
Lima and Seiva beans, particularly, are very liable to rot if the ground is wet and 
cold. These. kinds xequire very rich, warm soil, and the hills should be raised a 
little above the general level to throw off wet. Set the poles if possible before 
planting, and avoid covering the seed too deep. The dwarf beans are usually 
planted in rows about three feet apart. 

English beans are quite hardy, and are not injured by the usual spring frosts. 
In this climate they produce best if Paes soon as the ground is free from frost.

Select good warm and rather dry ground for squashes, and manure very liberally 
in the hills. For the early bush sorts, which are compact in growth, the hills may 
be four feet apart; and for the later varieties six to eight feet.

The Hubbard squash, of which the following cut is a good representation, is a 
variety of superior excellence, very recently introduced. Flesh a bright orange, 
color very fine dry grain, and remarkably sweet and rich flavored. 
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THE HUBBARD SQUASH. 


The above engraving represents the general form of this celebrated and excellent 
squash, which has been recently introduced to public notice. The color varies from a 
light clay blue to a dark olive green, but toward the period of ripening the surface most 
exposed to the sun assumes a warm brownish hue. The flesh is a deep orange color, 
usually thicker than the Boston Marrow squash, and remarkably fine grained and com- 
pact in its structure. In quality, as far as opinions of its merits have been expressed 
by those who tried it the past year, it is unanimously conceded to surpass all other 
varieties of squashes cultivated in the United States. Its characteristics are, an exceed- 
ing dryness of the grain from the time of harvesting until the middle or close of No- 
vember, after which it becomes less dry, but very sweet and fine flavored. It has usually 
a dense, hard shell, which not only keeps it from decay, but preserves its quality unim- 
paired through the winter and into the spring. The weight of the Hubbard Squash is 
about the same as the pure Marrow, six or eight pounds each. 


In yield, where it has been tested side by side with the pure Marrow, on a strong soil, 
under circumstances equally favorable, the difference, if any, has been in favor of the 
Hubbard. The average yield from nearly six acres during the past season, raised in 
different localities on a strong soil well manured, was very nearly five tons of marketa- 
ble squashes to the acre. 


Cultivation.—Manure liberally with rich compost, at the rate of eight or ten cords to 
the acre; half of which should be spread broadcast and ploughed in, and the remainder 
applied in the hills. As the Hubbard Squash is a strong and vigorous grower, the 
hills should be full eight feet apart. Plant after all danger from frost and cold rains is 
past, and gradually thin out the plants to three only in each hill. The vines set fruit 
abundantly throughout the season, and continue their growth in full vigor until checked 
by frost.

This esculent vegetable has been most successfully cultivated during the last two or 
three years, and is generally acknowledged, by those who have given it a fair trial, to 
be worthy a place in every collection of cultivated roots. Specimens measuring over 
two feet in length and weighing three to five pounds, were shown at exhibitions of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society, last season, which gave satisfactory evidence that 
with a suitable preparation of the ground it will prove one of the most valuable of cul- 
tivated vegetables. It invariably yields a corresponding produce to the tubers planted, 
and in this respect will compare favorably with the potato. A gentleman who exhibited 
some of the most remarkable specimens, stated in a letter to the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Vegetables, that “with regard to yield, he should have no hesitation in say- 
ing, that in soil adapted to its cultivation it must exceed twenty thousand pounds to the 
acre.” When prepared for the table, the tubers are of an exceedingly delicate texture 
and snowy whiteness, very tender, and of an agreeable, rice-like, nutritious flavor. 

As the Dioscorea becomes more generally known, its mode of cultivation will no 
doubt be improved; the tubers penetrate deep, and therefore it should be planted in 
deep and well prepared soil. One of the best methods of cultivation recommended is 
to trench the ground two spades deep, and form it into ridges three or four feet apart, 
and about eighteen inches higher than the general level; the ridges to be about two 
feet wide on the tops, upon which plant two rows of the tubers or roots, each six to nine 
inches apart. The stronger the sets or tubers, the larger will be the produce. The 
roots are matured by the last of October, and in this mode of cultivation are easily dug 
out by commencing at one end of the ridge and working forward, in the manner of tak- 
ing up crops of celery. 

The Dioscorea is of very rapid growth, and when trained over a trellis or arbor, or 
as a pyramid, the elegance of its foliage and the fragrance of its tiny flowers render it 
a very desirable ornamental climbing plant. 


Mushroom Spawn, 


15 cts. per pound. 


In Europe the mushroom has long been an article of very common cultivation ; while 
in this country, although it is so generally esteemed, very little attention has been paid 
to its artificial culture. It may be easily grown in a dry cellar or shed free from frost, 
or on beds out of doors. Short manure, fresh from the stable and dry, is the most suit- 
able for forming the beds. It should be prepared by shaking well apart and laying it 
in a conical heap; this should be repeated several times at intervals of three or four 
days, until it has parted with its rank odor and burning quality, and is so tempered as 
to maintain an equable heat of about 60 degrees, after the bed is made up. In this op- 
eration care should be taken that the manure does not become overheated before each 
turning over. When in the proper condition, make it into a bed about eighteen inches 
high and any convenient width, beating down the manure in the process of building, so 
as to make a firm, solid bed ; after which cover with four inches of light loamy soil. In 
a week or ten days the bed will be in a suitable condition for planting the spawn, which 
should be broken into pieces about the size of a hen’s egg, and inserted about six inches 
apart, a little below the surface, This done, cover the whole six inches thick with dry, 
clean, sweet hay. The mushrooms may be expected to appear in four to six weeks.

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GENERAL DIRECTIONS 


FOR THE 


SOWING AND CULTURE OF FLOWER SEEDS. 


ANNUALS are a class of plants which flower and ripen their seeds the same season 
they are sown, and then perish. They are generally of easy cultivation, and when 
properly grown are among the most ornamental of garden flowers ; but to be appre- 
ciated, they should receive the same liberal treatment as is usually given to other plants 
used for bedding purposes. They should be early, carefully and sufficiently thinned 
out to allow for individual development. Tall growing kinds should have neat sup- 
ports, to prevent damage from wind and heavy rains. This additional care will be 
amply repaid in the duration and beauty of the flowers. 


Harpy Annvats are those which require no artificial heat at any period of their 
growth, whilst those which are termed half hardy usually need the assistanee of some 
artificial heat or protection in the earlier stages of their growth. Many of these, how- 
eyer, require such treatment only when sown at an early period of the spring. 


Soiz anp Preparation.—The soil best suited to plants generally is a light, friable 
loam, containing a moderate amount of vegetable matter and sufficient sand to render 
it porous ; but as it rarely happens that the amateur has much choice of soil, it is fortu- 
nate that most annuals will succeed in any but such as is ofan extremely dry, sandy, 
or calcareous nature, or of a stiff, heavy, retentive character. In ordinary good soil an 
annual dressing of leaf mould or thoroughly rotten manure will be all that is requisite. 
This should be dug in deeply and well mixed with the soil, which should also be well 
pulverized and made mellow. 


Time or Sow1ne.—With regard to the proper season for sowing the hardy annuals, 
much necessarily depends on the character of the season. As a general rule, the first 
sowings of this class may be made about the middle of April. We doubt if any real 
advantage is gained by committing the seed to the ground at an earlier period, for even 
should the weather chance to be sufficiently mild and open to permit of their being 
sown in March, no reliance can be placed on its continuance. 


Move or Sowrne.—As a general rule, the surface soil should be rather dry than 
otherwise at the moment of sowing, and the operation should not be undertaken when 
the ground is very wet, especially at an early period of the spring. In the case of seeds 
of moderate size, the surface of the soil may be scraped aside with the edge of a 
trowel, to the depth of a quarter of an inch, and around the circumference of the slight 
hollow thus made the seeds be thinly strown, the soil being then returned and pressed 
flat with the back of the trowel. If the soil is of an adhesive nature, the pressure 
should be slight, or the soil will cake. It will be better, in this case, to cover the 
seeds with a little sandy loam, or other friable soil, instead of that of the border where 
the sowing is made. 

The depth at which seeds are sown will vary with their size. Large seeds, such as 
those of the lupin, may be half an inch deep ; while such as are very small require to 
be sown on the actual surface, a slight pressure being then sufficient to imbed them to 
a proper depth. For the majority of seeds a very thin covering suffices ; if sown too 
deep they are longer in germinating, and the smaller ones are liable to decay. 


TRANSPLANTING.—As soon as the seedlings are an inch high, such of the patches as 
are too thick should be carefully thinned out, especially those near the centre of the 
tuft. The seedlings removed, may, if thought desirable, be replanted, and will generally 
bloom a week or two after the others. As a general rule, tap-rooted annuals, such as 
the larkspurs, and most of those of the poppy tribe, will not bear transplanting. 
Occasionally they will succeed if removed very young. Transplanting should, if pos- 
sible, be performed in cloudy weather, or towards evening ; and, unless the soil is wet, 
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the seedlings should be slightly watered to settle the soil about the fibres, shading them 
for two or three days subsequently, should the weather be sunny. 


Harr Harpy anp Trenper Annvuars.—These flower freely in the open ground, 
but being natives of a warmer climate require more heat than is naturally afforded 
at the early season of the year in which hardy annuals are usually sown; conse- 
quently, if sowing is delayed until the season has acquired sufficient warmth for the 
seed to germinate, they will be late in producing their flowers, unless for a succes- 
sion, for which purpose many of them are sown about the middle of May in the 
open ground. In general, they should be sown as early as the hardy annuals, and 
therefore some heat and protection from the vicissitudes of the weather is necessary to 
assist them in the earlier stages of growth. As only a gentle heat is required for the 
more tender sorts, an ordinary hotbed of stable manure will be all that is necessary ; 
for the half hardy sorts, even a simple frame, placed in any sheltered situation, and 
covered with glass, without artificial heat, will answer the purpose for a great portion 
of those sown after the first of April. 

In sowing in a frame without artificial heat, the seeds may be sown directly in the 
soil, care being taken that it is made perfectly mellow and raked fine. But when 
sown in the hot-bed the best plan is to sow them in pots, or seed pans, the latter being 
preferable, as they are shallower than pots, and afford a larger surface in proportion to 
their depth. 

The pots or pans should be filled about one quarter of their depth with broken crocks, 
or something similar, placing the largest at the bottom, to ensure a thorough drainage, 
which is essential for all plants, particularly young seedlings. The pots should then 
be filled with the soil lightly to the brim, when, by giving them a few gentle taps, the 
soil will settle to about half an inch from the brim ; if it should settle below that point 
a little more soil should be added. The soil for filling the pots should always be light 
and porous, and all stones, lumps, and coarse parts taken out by passing it through a 
garden riddle. It should also be rather dry than otherwise. 

Before sowing very fine seeds, such as Lobelia, Campanula, &c., a little very fine soil 
may be added, and made perfectly level, by gently pressing it with a circular piece of 
wood, having a clean, smooth surface. Such minute seeds as have just been named 
should be barely covered with soil; while such as Balsam, &c., need not be covered 
more than the thickness of a half dollar. 

From the middle to the end of May the plants will be grown sufficiently to be trans- 
planted to their places in the open ground ; but, previous to this exposure, it will be 
necessary to harden or prepare them for the removal by admitting air to them, both 
day and night ; or a better plan is, by removing in succession the most forward into a 
separate frame, where they may be gradually hardened by taking off the glass during 
the day in favorable weather for a week, and after that time at night also. 


BIENNIALS AND PeRENNIALS.—Seeds of these may be sown somewhat later than 
Annuals, but they should be sown before the season becomes too hot and dry; it is 
then more difficult to get the seeds up, and the plants, particularly biennials, do not 
attain sufficient size and strength to pass a severe winter uninjured. If sown early in 
May and transplanted into beds or borders, well exposed to light and air, they make 
strong, vigorous plants, which will generally survive our ordinary winters and flower 
finely the following summer. Some biennials, such as the Foxglove and Canterbury 
Bell, and some of the perennial Campenulas, and a few others, require a slight protec- 
tion in winter; but most of the hardy perennials need no such precaution. 


Serps or Grepnnouse Prants.—These should be sown in pots prepared as 
directed for half hardy and tender annuals, and placed in a gentle heat; or, if sown 
late in spring or commencement of summer, the heat of a greenhouse will be sufficient. 
Such seeds as Calceolarias and Cinerarias should be sown in very fine, sandy soil. 
After the pots are filled and made perfectly level, water the surface with a fine rose and 
immediately sow the seeds; they will require scarcely any covering, but should be kept 
in a close, shaded position until the seed vegetates. Larger seeds will not require so 
much care. When reared in a greenhouse all this class of plants should be placed 
near the glass, in order to prevent them from growing up weak and spindling. By the 
time they have grown half an inch or so in height, they will require to be carefully 
transplanted, either singly into very small pots, or four or five in a larger pot, to be 
again transplanted, as they progress in size, into single pots finally.
